Chalon & Doheny Campuses - 
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RE: ANY CONTACT FROM THE MEDIA, please feel free to say 'Yes,' and then tell the 

reporter or assignment editor that you are asking the college news director. Sister Anne Marie 

(careful to use e xact nam e), to call her/him and set up an appointment immediately. Also, it 

might be helpful to ask the inquirer to call the Chalon campus switchboard for a direct 

line to the news director or to leave a message for a return call. However, the preference is to 

have you, the contacted person, speak with the college news director before the return call to a reporter. 

PLEASE, just as no one expects you to admit students to the college (but the Admissions 
Office is grateful for your every contact and referral), so also the News Office, for which the press 
relations director is responsible, does not expect you to schedule interviews, photos, public affairs radio 
or tv participation— when you represent the college. But the press relations director is most grateful to you 
for referrals, contacts, suggestions, and the opportunity to have you represent the college in news, opinion, 
documentaries, etc. 
TOGETHER, we are able to: 

1. make certain that media requests are answered— with appropriate followup., that can be time-consuming. 

2. respond within the context of the total college at that specific time. 

3. be of mutual assistance in scheduling interviews and appearances, in researching format and 

environment (time permitting), locating a standby when needed, etc. 

4. re-affirm news office relations with the media, so that reporters will 
be even better acquainted with Mount St. Mary's College and be 
ready to make future calls for news, opinions, public affairs. 

REMINDER, from the job description currently on file for the press relations director: 

"To be responsible primarily for directing the news office, which serves both campuses 
as the college liaison with newspapers, news photographers, and electronic news media."

Failure 
to complete the window by the third of the month will result in 
loss of the advertising space; consequently, the space will be 
reassigned to an alternate group. 

All windows must be neat in appearance and must comply with all 
ASB public relations posting policies. After the window has been 
completed it must be approved by ASB public relations within 24 
hours . 

On the last day of every month, each organization must remove 
all advertising materials from it's assigned window. If all 
materials are not removed by the specific group by the last day 
of the month, ASB public relations will remove and discard all 
materials. 

Any campus department, club, or organization may request the use 
of an ASB Advertising Window. Advertising requests for the 
upcoming month will be accepted after the 15th day of the 
preceding month. Requests may only be made on an official ASB

Specific bulletin boards have been assigned to particular clubs, 
organizations and departments of the College. A list of these 
bulletin board assignments is on file in the Office of Student 
Development and with the ASB. Individual clubs, organizations 
and departments are responsible for maintaining their assigned 
boards. General use boards are administered by the ASB. The 
following regulations cover the use and maintenance of all boards 
oh the campus : 

1 . Individual groups and organizations are responsible for 
putting up and taking down posters. The ASB will not do 
this . 

2. Material must meet the following requirements: 

a. Posters must be neat and contain no misspelled words. 

b. Posters should indicate the date, time and location of 
the event. 

c. The name of the sponsoring group should be clearly 
marked on the poster. 

d. The words "alcohol, beer, wine", etc. or drawings 
depicting or referencing alcoholic beverages may not 
appear on posters. 

3. Use only tacks, staples or pins on bulletin boards. Do not 
use tape . '. 

4. Posters are not permitted in the elevator, on the walls or 
on windows. The ASB may occasionally approve banners to be 
posted in selected locations. 

5. In addition to the above regulations, the following apply to 
any board labeled GENERAL COLLEGE INFO. 

a. All material must be approved by the ASB prior to being 
posted. Posters should be left in the ASB office. 
Allow at least 24 hours to gain approval. Only those 
posters stamped with the ASB logo may be posted. 

b. No event may be publicized more than three weeks prior 
to the event.

•Summary of Athletic Review Committee Report 

The Athletics Review Committee was appointed to review the status of intercollegiate 
athletics at Mount St. Mary's College. Chaired by the Athletics Director, Karl Wolfe, the 
committee was composed of two administrative staff, two faculty, three students and one coach 
It met weekly from October 1 988 through February 1 989 

By way of an intensive study the committee reached a number of Important conclusions 
regarding the fate of athletics at the Mount. These Include the reality that the intercollegiate 
program was initiated with certain ideals, but these were never carried to full realization, and 
that there has not been sustained institutional support of the program. With these in mind the 
committee then made a number of recommendations to the Administrative Council about 
continuing the intercollegiate program. These include the addition of a fourth competitive sport 
and the employment of a full-time athletic director. 

After careful examination of the report and the options set forth by the committee, the 
Administrative Council has approved the proposal and is currently in the process of selecting 
the Athletic Advisory Council reccomended in the report. 

Any and all students are encouraged to take a look at the report which is available in the 
ASB office A big congratulations goes to Karl Wolfe, Dr. Barbara Becker, Dr. Nan Krakow, 
Patty Evans, Dean Kilgour, Terry Liegey, Chrlssy Morrison, Liz Red and Joanne Kennedy for 
their hard work .
